A problem of long standing in 
the small newspaper field was 
touched upon at a meeting at 
Cairo, 111. as reported in our Feb. 
9 issue. 
Juel Mosley of the Cape Girar- 
dpau 'M o.) Southeast Missourian 


complained at a session of an edi­ 
torial 
workshop 
conducted 
by 
Southern Illinois University about 
“submitting our news to wire ser­ 
vices to be broadcast before we 
can print it.” 
Each of the wire services wants 
its members or (clients) to call 
them as soon as possible on a news 
break. We know that the AP and 
the UP and we are almost certain 
that the INS> spend a lot of time 
keeping books on which paper 
called them on that 
big 
train 
wreck and which one didn't on the 
prison break. These figures are 
usually released to the papers on 
a state basis at the end of each 
month with cheery pats on the 
back for the cooperating good boys 
and prayers for the salvation of 
the bad ones. 
The wire services keep score all 
right but who keeps score for the 
small paper? 
Too often, the radio and tele­ 
vision stations of a small town are 
only too happy about letting the 
local newspaper do the great share 
of leg work for them. 
Too often, the new« staff of these 
smaller radio and television sta­ 
tions consists of a guy named Joe 
who also witches the wire service 
machines, does the local news 
b r o a d c a s t s and is also “The 
Friendly Redhead, your All Re­ 
quest news and Record Jockey.” 
Sometimes the Friendly Redhead 
has some sort of a news back­ 
ground, quite often, from our ex­ 
perience, he doesn't. 
Too often, local news reporting 
“ All The News ’Round The Clock,” 
is one of the reasons ad\anced by 
the station to the local retailers for 
buying time on the station. I* is a 
m atter of record that these same 
retailers an usually on the pros­ 
pect list o* the sp'’ e representa­ 
tive of the small daily. 
The small dail. 
is 
Iso in the 
news business. But instead of the 
Friendly Redhead, it ha 
a staff 
of men doing legw'ork, taking pic­ 
tures at the local football game, 
keeping track of ho 
the votes are 
being tabulated at the courthouse, 
watching the local police blotter, 
waiting for a jury to come in and 
doing the one hundred and one 
other editorial chcres of a small 
town daily. 
And. as a m atter of course, 
many of the items this staff pro­ 
duces will end up on 'a t least» the 
state wire of a wire service and 
the Friendly Redhead will be able 
to clip them right off the machine, 
step up to the mike and read these 
same items while the station picks 
up a sponsorship fee from some 
retailer. And if this has happened 
to your paper, you know how irri­ 
tating this can be. 
«We want to be fair about this, 
we do know of radio and television 
situations where capable newsmen 
report and edit news they have 
produced but we think they are 
the 
exceptions 
that 
prove 
the 
rule.) 
If we were a small town editor 
working in 
competition 
with 
a 
radio or televisi m station—espe­ 
cially if the station had a schedule 
of sponsored local news broad­ 
casts 
before

deadline—we 
would think twice before releasing 
a hot, local story to the wire ser­ 
vices to send back into our town 
for broadcast t>efore we could 
print it.

California pays its legislators 
$6,000 annually and $14 a day ex­ 
pense when the legislature is in 
session. Colorado pays $3,000 and 
actual expenses. Illinois, calling 
its legislature only every other 
year, pays $10,000 to each legis­ 
lator for the biennium. 
Massa­ 
chusetts legislators get $5,200 for 
each session, plus traveling ex­ 
penses. 
In Michigan they 
pay 
$4,000 a year plus $1,000 a year 
expense. New Jersey legislators 
get $5.000 a year, New York $7,- 
500 a year, Ohio $5,000 a year. 
It has not been many years ago 
Missouri paid its lieutenant-gov­ 
ernor $1,500 a year and its attor­ 
ney general $3,000 a year.

decade ago the attorney general 
in reality was paying his assist­ 
ants more than he got. Today we 
pay our lieutenant-governor $12,- 
000 a year and our attorney gen­ 
eral $15,000 a year,

In line with administration and 
judicial posts in Missouri the pay 
of legislators, as Governor Blaur 
says “is toutrageously low.A Mis­ 
souri Public Expenditure Survey, 
Inc., is making a study of the 
measure. It should approve it.

One of the most pressing prob­ 
lems appeared to be that of try­ 
ing to get agreement for U. N. 
forces to be stationed on both 
sides of the 1949 Palestine arm is­ 
tice line to prevent a renewal of 
raids 
across 
the

from 
Egypt and Israel. 
Many delegations, including the 
United States, feel that such an 
arrangem ent is necessary to sta­ 
bilize the border area. Although 
Israel has expressed firm opposi­ 
tion, Hammarskjold is expected to 
urge Premier David Ben-Gurion 
to reconsider. 
The United States was repre­ 
sented as feeling that the days of 
the U. N. force may be numbered 
if it is stationed only on one side 
of the demarcation line.

Hammarskjold still must seek 
an agreement on how long U.N.
